To pep up a winter-weary 
room, try this fresh-as-spring 
combination: crisp white cot­ 
ton pique curtains decorated 
with bright red rickrack roses. 
Make simple cafe curtains 
and a valance with a V-pointed 
hem from white bullseye 
pique. Outline side hems of 
the curtain panels and edges 
of the valance with jumbo- 
size red rickrack. 
Create a colorful border at 
the bottom of each curtain 
panel with criss-cross diamond 
motifs of rickrack. Using the 
bullseye pattern of the pique 
as a guide, pin rickrack in 
diamond shapes across the 
width of each panel. Then 
stitch in place. 


Sew a snap in the center of 
each diamond to attach rick­ 
rack roses. 
To form the roses, cut a 
9-inch length of red jumbo 
rickrack. Roll it into a tiny 
“bud” and stitch through the 
rickrack thickness several 
times to secure. Make leaves 
from a 5-inch strip of green 
rickrack. Fold it accordion- 
fashion until there are three 
folds. Stitch through folds to 
secure. Attach each rosebud 
to a leaf, and then sew two 
rosebuds together at the base. 
Sew a snap underneath the 
completed roses and then at­ 
tach to the curtain. Roses can 
then be removed easily when 
the curtains are washed.

Area Census Nears 
Completion Says 
District Manager 
Richard R. Newton, Dis­ 
trict Manager,

the 1970 Census of Population 
and Housing is nearing com­ 
pletion in the area, that in 
about another week the cen­ 
sus takers should have visit­ 
ed every residence on their 
lists. 
Census takers began visiting 
households on April I and 
have been working contin­ 
uously to cover their terri­ 
tories.

WASHINGTON, D. C. — 
Hearings before the Ways and 
Means 
Committee 
continue 
on a revamping of medicaid 
and medicare. 
Numerous witnesses have 
been before the committee, 
including representatives of 
the American Medical Associ­ 
ation, 
hospital associations, 
insurances carriers, 
private 
physicians and others who 
give an appraisal of present 
operations of these programs 
and make 
recommendations 
for change. 
About everyone agrees that 
failures and weaknesses in 
medicare and medicaid have 
not resulted from a lack of 
dollars 
from 
the 
Federal 
Government. 
As has been mentioned here 
before, the cost of medical e 
and medicaid has skyrocket­ 
ed, much of it due to infla­ 
tion but other factors have in­ 
fluenced it also. The effort 
is to search out the difficul­ 
ties in our health care system 
and seek ways of remedying 
the faults. 
A doctor member of the 
congress proposes that the 
Federal Government purchase 
annual 
insurance 
for each 
one qualified 
for medicare. 
He suggests that the Federal 
Government pay 85 percent 
of the average $400 health 
care expense and the State 
assume the balance. 
Under this system, the cost 
to the Federal Government 
would be 
approximately $1 
Billion more a year but would 
not be subject to unexpected 
escalation as is the present 
case. 
The 
proposal 
would 
actually intend to eliminate 
medicaid, which is a problem 
to the States, and to operate 
one program of medicare. 
The cost to those who con­ 
tribute to Social Security for 
insurance would be .4 percent 
of their taxable earnings. All 


others with salaries or earn­ 
ings would pay on their income 
tax return. 
It is estimated 
that 
receipts 
from 
this 
source would total roughly 
$2 Billion annually 
which 
would go into a pool of funds 
from which the Social Se­ 
curity Administration would 
reimburse 90 percent of medi­ 
cal expenses under a prescrib­ 
ed formula. Persons over 65, 
because they have medicare 
protection 
expenses, 
would 
apply to the extent of those 
actually paid by the individual 
in excess of 25 percent of his 
gross income. 
The present Medicare Pro­ 
gram 
is heavily burdened 
with 
large 
administrative 
costs 
involving 
processing 
rather small claims. It takes 
about as much time and effort 
to work out a small claim as 
it does one for catastrophic 
or high cost illness. 
The American Medical As­ 
sociation recommends a type 
of prepaid insurance shared 
by the Federal Government 
and the various States. Some 
hospital associations of which 
there are a number recommend 
a 
“group practice” 
system 
something like a mutual in­ 
surance arrangement. In fact 
there are a number already 
in operation — some on an 
experimental basis. The Kais­ 
er Company operating in the 
northwest States is the larg­ 
est. Under this type of organi­ 
zation, individuals simply pay 
insurance in a group and the 
managers of the group con­ 
tract with doctors and hos­ 
pitals to take care of illness 
when it occurs. 
Whatever changes may re­ 
sult from hearings 
now in 
progress 
there is no doubt 
about the need for some 
changes. Two very direct prob­ 
lems should be solved. The 
cost of health care continues 
to increase at a rate which 
will soon be beyond the reach 
of those who need it.
